To many, the announcement that 
the Montreal Orchestra had exhausted 
its funds must have come as a very 
unwelcome Surprise; to some, the sur- 
prise must have been that it could 
have lasted as long as it did. The 
attitude of the musicians in expressing 
their wlllhigness to cAitbiue whatever 
the box-office receipts bring in Is thus 
most commendable,' and was given de- 
served approval by the audience in the 
form of unsthited applause! To cap 
their attitude the musicians of the 
Montreal Orchestra gave a very splen- 
did performance at yesterday's con- 
cert, hnpartlng to every number care 
and study, in both handling and tone. 

The attraction of tlîe afternoon was 
the "Suite Canadienne for chohr and 
orchestra" conducted by the composer, 
Claude Champagne.
